W ashington.—A 
long 
tra il 
of 
lynchings and bloody mob violence 
leads down through the yea rs of the 
nation’s history, thousa nds o f per­ 
sons in all parts of ttie country 
having met death at the hands of 
an infuriated populace. 
Since 1889, when records of lynch­ 
ing* were first kept, 3,762 persons 
have been killed by mob violence. 
About 2,900 of these were negroes. 
Although no figures are a va ila ble, 
It is known that American lynching 
history 
wa s 
even 
darker 
before 
1889. 
Outbreaks 
have 
declined 
markedly since the Civil war. 
Despite a widespread belief that 
1933 may set a new record for the 
number of lynchings, figures show 
that it will not run far above the 
average. 
In 1889 there were 170 
lynchings, while the ones in 1933 
total only 18. 
There were only 8 in 
1932. The 1930 and 1931 tota ls were 
21 and 13 respectively. 
Sta tem ents sim ilar to tha t of Gov. 
J a m es Rolph, of California, prom­ 
ising protection 
to the San J ose 
lynchers, have been made by other 
sta te executives, and Gov. 
Albert 
C. Ritchie’s use of a National Guard

Despite a belief that neg roes who 
attack white women are the most 
common mob victim s, records show 
that since 18S9 a tota l of

Speeding Up Justice 
S P E E D IE R justice is needed if 
the United States is to deal 
adequately with its crime problem. 
This is recognized in all well in­ 
form ed discussion of conditions. 
HPw it is to be obtained is a not 
so simple m atter. 
M any proposals 
have been made, and in a few in­ 
stances experiments have been un­ 
dertaken. 
The 
question, though, 
rem ains largely unanswered. 
- The situation is one common to 
all states. 
This gives wide inter­ 
est to the present effort 
of New 
York state to find a solution. 
De­ 
claring in a special m essage to the 
legislature that “delay in the ad­ 
ministration of justice becomes a 
denial of justice,” the governor has 
subm itted a program designed to 
speed up this. 
In the preparation 
of it he had the assistance of the 
presiding judges of appellate di­ 
visions. 
Included among his pro­ 
posals is a sta tu te 
to 
authorize 
tem porary referees to hear and de­ 
cide non-jury cases in the suprem e 
court. 
This would perm it the ju d ­ 
ges to devote all of their time to 
hearing jury cases. 
A nother proposal has to do with 
automobile negligences cases, and 
w as taken 
from 
M assachusetts 
w here it has been tried success­ 
fully. 
It permits referees to hear, 
but 
not 
determine, 
automobile 
negligences cases. This system not 
only speeds cases but results in a 
saving to the county a study of its 
operation in M assachusetts reveal­ 
ed. 
It was found by the commission 
on 
the 
adm inistration of justice 
that 58 per cent of the trials in 
New York are delayed a year or 
m ore from the time they originate. 
A survey in other states doubtless 
would reveal a similar situation, as 
d elayed justice is an evil widely 
prevalent in the United States. 
Reforms tha t will prevent this, 
w ithout 
injury to 
the 
litigants, 
need to 
be effected. 
W ays of do­ 
ing this can 
be found. T hat states 
a re becoming m ore interested in 
the m a tte r is an encouraging sign. 
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N othing d e s tro ys the m em ­ 
o ry of ,a m an lik e d o in g him a 
favor.

Curbing Bank Bandits 
I T may be 
tha t 
eventually 
the 
country will be forced to adopt 
a plan similar to tha t advocated by 
R epresentative 
Randolph 
as 
a 
m e a n s of curbing bank banditry. 
C ongressm an 
Randolph 
would 
pla ce a money value on the head 
o f every ba n k robber. 
He proposes 
tha t a rew ard of $50,000 be paid for 
every bandit killed while trying tc 
hold up a bank. 
Also he favors a 
reward of $25,000 for the arrest 
and conviction of any bank rob­ 
ber. 
3ueh bandits, 
under 
his plan, 
would be w orth m ore dead than 
alive. Fifty 
thousand 
dollars is 
quite a lot of m oney to m any peo­ 
ple, even in these days when mil­ 
lions are being handed out for this 
and tha t purpose by the federal 
government. 
T here is little doubt 
that such a rew ard would stim u ­ 
late the courage of any person 
witnessing a bank robbery. 
But there would be a danger, 
too, 
Might it not give rise to a 
new form 
of 
crim e a gruesom e 
racket, by which innocent persons 
would be victimized into an a ppa r­ 
ent 
robbery 
attem pt only to be 
shot dead by one of the racketeers. 
A case of this kind developed a 
few 
years 
ago in a sta te w here 
there was a standing rew ard of 
$10,000 we believe, for the death of 
any bank bandit engaged in a rob­ 
bery attem pt. 
The increasing number of bank 
robberies promises to m ake neces­ 
sary the adoption of drastic m ea­ 
sures to cope with it. This form of 
crime is well organized. So stro n g ­ 
ly armed are the gangsters who 
pursue it, and they travel in such 
numbers, that 
banks 
in sm aller 
tow ns 
are 
completely 
at 
their 
m ercy when they appear.

IN OLDEN days, Bright’s disease 
was considered a hopeless affliction. 
I am glad to say that this is not the 
case today. Extensive study and re­ 
search have made 
possible a better 
understanding of 
this disease. New 
Instruments and 
laboratory 
tests 
enable the phy­ 
sician to detect 
the disorder in its 
early 
s t a g e s , 
®lir

W i t h p r o p e r 
treatment, d i e t 
and care, many 
cases, heretofore 
considered fatal, 
are 
a c t u a l l y 
cured. 
1 do not mean 
to i m p l y that 
Bright’s disease is not a serious ail­ 
ment. It still continues to be a men­ 
ace to the health of the nation, but 
it is believed continued progress will 
be made in the campaign against it. 
As in other diseases, many cases will 
bo prevented and certainly preven­ 
tion is more important than cure. Our 
hope as a race lies ir preventive 
medicine rather than curative medi­ 
cine. 
Bright’s disease is the term applied 
to inflammation of the kidneys. 
As 
a rule, it afflicts persons beyond mid­ 
dle age. but it is also encountered in 
Children and young adults. 
In many 
instances, it can be traced to some 
childhood infection, such as scarlet 
fever. 
It may follow pneumonia, 
grippe, influenza, excessive use of al­ 
cohol, faulty diet and unhygienic liv­ 
ing. Often it is difficult definitely to 
determine the underlying cause. 
Unfortunately, 
the sufferer from 
this disorder is usually 
unaware of 
the disturbance until serious damage 
has been 
done to the kidneys. 
The 
early symptoms are vague and often 
overlooked. As the disease progresses, 
the victim complains of shortness of 
breath 
upon the slightest 
exertion, 
fatigue, headache, 
loss of appetho 
and general feeling of discomfort. 
Early Recognition Aid to Cura 
If the trouble is neglected, the kid­ 
neys become permanently damaged. 


Eventually they may be unable to do 
the work necessary for health. When 
this stage is reached, the disease is 
very serious. 
I cannot overstate the importance, 
the great value, of periodic urinalysis. 
Tests should be made at least twice 
a year. 
In this way, m ay unsus­ 
pected cases of Bright’s disease are 
discovered. 
They aid the physician 
in recognizing the disease long before 
serious damage to the kidneys has 
occurred. 
Remember, that not all disorders 
of the kidney are Bright’s disease. 
But if it is, to be certain of cure 
there must be immediate medical at­ 
tention. 
Early 
recognition means 
early cure and escape from serious 
and disabling disease. 
If you have not recently visited 
your doctor, do so now. 
Above all, 
if some time has elapsed since you 
had a urinalysis, I would suggest you 
have it made at once. It is a simple 
and inexpensive procedure.
